As .soon a» these lueasiircs 
shall receive the sanction of the .Nether- 
lands., for n time withheld, the Keneral 
acts wilj be 8u)»mitte<l for rntiliciition ti\ 
the senate. Meanwhile neRotlations hn\ e 
been oi>enwl for a new ami complete treat> 
of friendship, commerce and navigation 
liel Ween the I'lilled Slates aod .tbs linde- 
pendent .••tato of the C lUgo. 

Toward the en4 of the p^t year tljy only 
independent miln^rchicaj govemrtiHit on 
the Western continent, tnat of ' BMzil, 
ce«|i>l to exist, and was succeeded by a re- 
pu' lie.

t ons. No bill was ev«ar framed, lauppos.-, 
that In all of Its rates and ClMaillcat ions 
bad the full approval, even of a party 
caucaa. Such legislation is alwaya and 
• necessarily the i)ro«luct of coriipromlse as 
to detail.s, and the present law is no ex- 
ception. Hut iu its general iscoia; aixl 
atfiot, I think it wUl Justify the support of 
thoaa who baUeva that American legisla 
tton ahould consarve andjlarend American 
l*a* atid thewkg* of J&aiioaa work- 
men. 

The inisinfonimtioii of the terms of the 
act> which has hicn so w iiiely «li8»eminaled 
at home and ahroail, will he corrected by 
experience, and tlie evil auguries as to its 
multo coufounded by the market ta.KirtH, 
tha savings bi :)ks, international trade bal- 
ances and tha ganaial prosperity of our 
people Already wa begin to hear from 
alirmid and from onr custom houses that

The imports at the port of New 'i ork f..i

From the time of my indnetloB into

markets for our |iro(lucls, especially onr 
farm products, has been kept constantly 
in mind, and no effort baa been or will l>e 
spared to promote that end. We are 
under no uifadvantBge iu any f(>reigii 
market, except ti a', we pay our workmen 
and workwinneu lietter wages than ai<; 
piiiil clscwhiri' -Ix'tter aljstractlv, better 
reUtixi ly lo llie cost o.' the necessarii's of 
life. I do not (lonl)t that a very large in- 
creased foreign tra<le is accessiliie to ils 
wiCbqut- battering for either our hotau 
inanratTWBiich producta of the farm and 
shop aa our own people can supply or the 
wages of our \v<irkiiig people. 

In manyot i- pioiiucfsof wixHlund iron 
rndinmeat> .iKllniiKist nils, we have ad- 
vantages tliat only need better faeilil ies of 
Intercourse and transportation to secure 
lor them large foreign markets. I'he re- 
ciurocity clause of tiie taritf act wiaely and 
effectively opens the Way to secure a large 
recii>ro('al tiuile in exchange for the free 
adinissidn to our ports of certain products. 
Tlie riiiht ol inilependeiit nations to muke 
hpecbil re(ijjiiiral trade concessions is well 
establishi'd, and does not impair either the 
comity due to other powers or wliat is 
known as the "lavoreU nation clause" so 
generally found in commercial treaties. 
XVhat is given to <ine for an adequate 
ftgitHMl consideration cau not l»e claimed by 
another freely. 

Tilt state of the revenues was such that 
we could disjiense wit li ail) import dut ies 
upop coiTee. ten, bides and the lower 
grades of su^r and molasHaa. That tin 
large advantage resulting to the country 
proclucing and exporting these articles by 
placing them on the lr>'e list entitled us to 
expect a fair return in the way of cuatoin:
